“Your silence will not protect
you,” asks high schoolers on Kaua‘i to research a threat to girls and/ or gender non-conforming people
locally, nationally, and/ or internationally that they are passionate about and to formulate potential
solutions to this equity and justice issue.

The committee invites students to write a one-page essay answering the question: “What is a
social justice issue that impacts girls and/or genders non-conforming persons, and what are potential
solutions?”
